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The Placement of Atilius Saranus in the 
Sequence of Roman Republican Moneyers

Atilius Saranus, the first of the Atilii family to place his name on 
Sal ailyeeg denarii, has been assigned a date circa 155 BC by Crawford 
in Roman Republican Coinage. A recent discovery piece now suggests 
the sequence of moneyers within that period needs to be rethought. The 
sole denarius issue of Saranus is quite standardized- helmeted head of 
Roma / Victory driving biga right, SAR or SAR monogram below horses, 
ROMA in outlined box in exergue. The reverse of the new piece has 
CeSAR below the horses. The praenomen of the Atilius in question was 
pbaey the Sextus who is known to have been elected consul in 136 

- an earlier Gaius Atilius Saranus was consul in 170 BC, but that would 
give a date circa 190 BC for his Jaane placement in the college of 
moneyers, too early, evidently, for this coin. A closer examination of 
the first letter of the name shows that there was further working of the 
die around the initial Ce, as if an attempt was made to remove that letter. 
No denarius of Atilius is known with a C praenomen. 


There is, in fact, a denarius of this period that is similar to the 

Atilius piece. C. Talna uses the same types, head of Roma / Victory in 
biga, and has as his signature CeTAL (the TAL in monogram form). 
Talna has been given the date 154 BC by Crawford (202/1). C. Scribonius 
also works in this period, but he uses the Dioscuri as his reverse type. If 
the new variety described is an example of a re-worked die, it would 
have to have originally been intended for C. Talna, that name then being 
Selah erased and Atilius Saranus substituted for it. Logically therefore 
.Talna must have preceded or been contemporary with Atilius Saranus. 


The sequence of moneyers of the years in the middle 150’s 
BC has undergone many revisions; indeed, virtually every scholar who 
has studied the eriod has come up with a different chronology. E. 
Babelon in his 1885 work on the coinage of the Roman Republic does 
lace Atilius and Talna together as colleagues, along with C. Maianus 
De fison Historique et nog e Monnaies de la République 
Romaine, Vol. |, pg. 226), although he dates their year in office to circa 
194 BC on the assumption that C. Atilius Saranus is the Atilius in question. 
H.A. Greuber (Coins of the Roman Republic in the British Museum, Vol. 
I, pg. 99) lists Atilius, Talna and Pinarius Nata as the three ees 
Crawford joins Atilius and Pinarius Nata as a minting pair in 155 BC, 
and likewise C. Scribonius and C. Talna in 154 BC, leaving C. Maianus 
as sole moneyer in 153 BC. Sydenham lists Atilius, Talna, Scribonius and 
Nata in that order without further specification, and leaves Maianus out 
of the sequence, placing him in the decade of the 130’s BC. 


While our new Binley will not by itself resolve all the problems 
of the chronology of this period, it does ga bi further revisions will be 
needed as studies of the sequence of Republican moneyers progress.

Five years of internecine conflict followed the death of the long ruling Sassanian 
king Khusru II in 628, as family members competed for power. In 632 his 
eldest daughter Buran came to the throne as the first queen to rule the kingdom 
in her own name. She died of unknown causes (unlikely of natural origin) after 
only 16 months. The eastern mint of Sakastan struck coins for her regnal year 
three, probably for the duration of her sister Azarmidkht's brief reign of 631-632.
